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Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/9/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Kleveland provides the structure of ESD device connected in series with the 
inductor at the turns to form a low pass filter network due to the intrinsic parasitic 
capacitance and resistance of the ESD device and the inductor. 

Applicant argues that the circuit of Kleveland differs from that of the claimed 
invention since Kleveland "promoting a reduction of parasitic capacitance" of the ESD 
device. Applicant discloses that " low pass filter" is designed to cancels out the shunt 
capacitance of the ESD clamp device (page 4, first paragraph). 

It is unclear how applicant can conclude that the Kleveland invention is different 
from the claimed invention. Does applicant still intend to argue that reduction of 
parasitic capacitance and canceling out the shunt capacitance of the ESD device are 
different functions?
